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Quality Education Requires 


Quality Libraries 


FREDERICK W. HUFF 
Director of Library Services 


This article surveys the Improvements made m the area of 
library services in the Sikeston Public Schools, particularly in the 
senior high school, during the past two years as well as the 
plans we have for the sixties. 
Almost five years have elapsed since the new senior high 
school was in the planning stage, and teachers are being con­ 
stantly asked to tell of their needs and to suggest improvements 
o that the new plant would be as functional as possible within 
‘he limits of the amount of money available. In January. 1961 we 
moved into the new campus-stvle senior high school, and at that 
time started a ten year improvement program for our libraries, 
grades one through twelve. 
In essence, the philosophy of our school system is to inspire 
each child to attain the highest scholastic, physical, social and 
spiritual level of which he is capable. Thus, a few years ago our 
school system adopted the tri-track program, which allow-s stu­ 
dents to be grouped according to their ability so that each m ay 
work at his best to attain the goals which we as educators and 
oarents wish him to achieve. 
The library’s role in a school of this nature is most important. 
The library can no longer be just a mere collection of books half­ 
way organized to serve as a museum. Today’s library must be 
more than ever before the research and reading center—in reality, 
»he heart of the school—and must be able to m et the needs of 
every student regardless of his reading ability, previous training, 
or sociological background by providing a well-organized and 
balanced collection of books, magazines, pamphlets, newspapers 
and audio-visual materials. Today’s library m ust be a quality 
library if our schools are to provide our students with the quality 
education they need to meet the challenges not only of today’s 
world but also the even greater challenges of tomorrow. 
Some of the improvements which have already been made to­ 
ward the realization of a quality library program in our school 
system will not be enumerated. 
In the area of guidance in the use of the library and its re­ 
sources, we have inaugurated a four-dav intensive library instruc­ 
tion program for each sophomore. This instruction is implemented 
by all instructors in die three years of senior high school. A 
similar program is also in operation in the junior high school. 
Reading lists are prepared for students’ use and are available 
at all times in the library. These reading lists are of two types: 
one for new books and the other special reading lists for curri­ 
cula and extra-curricula needs. 
We have also greatly improved library services for teachers. 
Two of the main improvements have been: 11) die preparation of 
reading lists of new books with the books which would be of 
special interest to a particular teacher checked as an additional 
service for the instructor, and (t) prompt attention given to 
special requests by teachers for library m aterials. Mainly because 
teachers now feel their requests will not be discarded, there has 
been an increase in teacher requests from five percent of the total 
book acquisitions in 1958 to forty-five percent in 1961. 
The general use of the library by students and teachers has 
increased tremendously in the past few years. Accessibility to the 
library has been facilitated by the discontinuance of study halls. 
Students are now in class six full hours a day, but the full class 
hour is not usually devoted to class participation and presentation. 
It is a recommended policy of our school to devote the last 20 to 
30 minutes of the class period to supervised study. This plan of­ 
fers many advantages, the most im portant of which are the study 
of a subject under the supervision of a specialist and when the 
need arises the time is available for an individual student or group 
of students to visit the library to carry on their research activi­ 
ties. We feel this plan is successful as evidenced by the increased 
circulation from 7,216 in 1958-59 to 8,359 in 1960-61 to 13,503 in 
1961-62. 
There have aLo been improvements in the library staff. In 
1958 the school system had one librarian who was placed in the 
high school, grades 9 through 12. At that time the librarian was 
assisted by a staff of ten student assistants. In 1961 an assistant 
librarian was added for the junior high school library. The senior 
high school now- has a student staff of 31 and the junior high a 
staff of six. We have also hired this year a part time assistant to 
accession our holdings in the elementary schools. Accession work 
has already been completed at the Matthews Elementary School, 
and this report shows a total of 1.951 useful library books in that 
school. Accession work has now begun at the Lee Hunter Ele­ 
mentary School. 
Within the next two years we hope to be in the position to 
add an elementary school library supervisor and also purchase a 
bookmobile which would facilitate the transfer of books from one 
elementary school library to another as the need arises. Also in 
the future we hope to be able to provide an assistant librarian for 
the junior high school and perhaps teacher-librarian in each ot 
the elementary schools. 
In 1958 our materials collection consisted roughly of 5.000 
volumes, many of which were outdated, in poor condition, or 
otherwise unsuitable for student use. The card catalog was in 
very poor condition, with many books not entered on the one 
hand and many cards still entered for a host of books which had 
become lost or discarded over the years. A total of 35 magazines 
were subscribed as well as three newspapers. Motion pictures and 
film strips were practically the only audio-visual m aterials 
available. 
We now have a balanced collection of 4.571 volumes in the 
senior high school library, over 70 percent of which are copy­ 
righted since 1959. The card catalog is in excellent condition w ith 
over 23.000 entries for author, title, subject, and analytics. We 
now subscribe to over eighty magazines and eight newspapers, 
including the daily New York Times and the Christian Science 
Monitor. In the area of audio-visual m aterials we now' offer 
tapes, records 'both literary and musical, and verifax reproduc­ 
tion services in addition to the motion pictures and film strips. 
We will have a 5.000 volume collection by the end of this school 
vear. and we hope to have a 10,000 volume collection by Septem­ 
ber 1965. 
We also have a collection of 2.087 volumes in the junior high 
school. Thirty magazines, four newspapers, and a variety of 
audio-visual m aterials are also provided. 
Naturally, these improved services have required a large 
increase in our expenditures. In 1958-59 our pier pupil expenditure 
in grades 9-12 was $1.82. In 1960-61 our per pupil expenditures in 
grades 10-12 was $5.75 and was increased to $6.61 in 1961-62. In 
addition to this last figure a per pupil expenditure of $2.94 W’as 
made in the junior high school library. 
In conclusion, may we say that we are justly proud of these 
improvements. Our libraries are now’ in much better condition 
than the majority of school libraries in this section of the state. 
We are most fortunate to have a community which is not willing 
to rest upon its laurels, but rather a community with a forward 
look which has always supported its educational system as most 
recently evidenced by its thirty-three to one approval of the 
bond issue and its annual selection of a board of education com­ 
prised of professional, business, and civic-minded men who are 
truly interested in the welfare and education of the children of 
their community. Our outstanding administration and board of 
education are truly interested in quality education and realize 
that quality libraries are the heart and soul of such a program. 
However, we would be the f;rst to admit that what we have ac­ 
complished is only a beginning. We realize we still have a long 
w-ay to go before we can truly offer outstanding library services 
to every student in our school system. With the continued sup­ 
port of our administration, school board, and patrons further 
strides will be made, and we are certain that by the time this 
decade comes to a close we will be much closer to the ideal* 
•*’e have in mind.

Condensation, therefore, on win­ 
dows can be a good guide to the 
correct relative humidity within 
the home. 
Moisture problems exist, how­ 
ever, when any or all erf the fol­ 
lowing symptoms are present: 
1. Excessive condensation on the 
inside of windows, especially those 
equipped with storm windows. 
2. Condensation on cold walls or 
clothes in unheated closets. 
3. Discoloration of walls or ceil­ 
ings as a result of condensation. 
4. Paint peeling or blistering due 
to condensation. 
There are two causes for con­ 
densation. 
1. Excessive moisture within the 
air within the home (relative humi­ 
dity is too high). 
2. Surfaces at the noint of con­ 
densation are too cold. 
The addition of some moisture 
to the air within the home during 
the winter months is necessary.

Another example is a cold wall 
such as an exterior concrete or 
masonry wall or a chimney. Insula­ 
tion can be added by furring out 
and using a batt type insulation 
equipped with a vapor seal. Such 
a procedure not only stops the con­ 
densation but also decreases the 
fuel requirements. 
There is usually no simple solu­ 
tion to moisture problems. The 
best solution can only be arrived 
at by careful study and an under­ 
standing of some of the basic 
causes of the problem.

’‘Personal Analysis” is the sub­ 
ject that is being studied by 12 
members of Mrs. Helen Reuber’s 
seminar class.

Quality Education Requires 


Quality Libraries 


FREDERICK W. HUFF 
Director of Library Services 


This article surveys the Improvements made in the area of 
library services in the Sikeston Public Schools, particularly in the 
.senior high school, during the past two years as well as the 
plans we have for the sixties. 
Almost five years have elapsed since the new senior high 
school was in the planning stage, and teachers are being con- 
tantly asked to tell of their needs and to suggest improvements 
o that the new plant would be as functional as possible within 
‘he limits of the amount of money available. In January. 1961 we 
mo\ed into the new campus-style senior high school, and at thal 
time started a ten year improvement program for our libraries, 
.trades one through twelve. 
In essence, the philosophy of our school system is to inspire 
each child to attain the highest scholastic, physical, social and 
spiritual level of which he is capable. Thus, a few years ago our 
school system adopted the tri-track program, which allows stu­ 
dents to be grouped according to their ability so that each may 
work at his bect to attain the goals which we as educators and 
parents wish him to achieve. 
The library’s role in a school of this nature is most important. 
The library can no longer be just a mere collection of books half­ 
way organized to serve as a museum. Today’s library must be 
more than ever before the research and reading center—in reality. 
«he heart of the school—and m ust be able to met the needs of 
every student regardless of his reading ability, previous training, 
or sociological background by providing a well-organized and 
balanced collection of books, magazines, pamphlets, newspapers 
and audio-visual materials. Today’s library must be a quality 
library if our schools are to provide our students with the quality 
education they need to meet the challenges not only of today’s 
world’but also the even greater challenges of tomorrow . 
Some of the improvements which have already been made to­ 
ward the realization of a quality library program in our school 
system will not be enumerated. 
In the area of guidance in the use of the library and its re­ 
sources, we have inaugurated a four-day intensive library instruc­ 
tion program for each sophomore. This instruction is implemented 
by all instructors in the three years of senior high school. A 
similar program is also in operation in the junior high school. 
Reading lists are prepared for students’ use and are available 
at all times in the library. These reading lists are of two types: 
one for new books and the other special reading lists for curri­ 
cula and extra-curricula needs. 
We have also greatly improved library services for teachers. 
Two of the main improvements have been: <1> the preparation of 
reading lists of new books with the books which would be of 
special interest to a particular teacher checked as an additional 
service for the instructor, and «2> prompt attention given to 
special requests by teachers for library materials. Mainly because 
teachers now feel their requests will not be discarded, there has 
been an increase in teacher requests from five percent of the total 
book acquisitions in 1958 to forty-five percent in 1961. 
The general us'e of the library by students and teachers has 
increased tremendously in the past few years. Accessibility to the 
library has been facilitated by the discontinuance of study halls. 
Students are now' in class six full hours a day, but the full class 
hour is not usually devoted to class participation and presentation. 
It is a recommended policy of our school to devote the last 20 to 
30 minutes of the class period to supervised study. This plan of­ 
fers many advantages, the most important of which are the study 
of a subject under the supervision of a specialist and when the 
need arises the time is available for an individual student or group 
of students to visit the library to carry on their research activi­ 
ties. We feel this plan is successful as evidenced by the increased 
circulation from 7,216 in 1958-59 to 8,359 in 1960-61 to 13,503 in 
1961-62 
There have also been improvements in the library staff. In 
1958 the school system had one librarian who was placed in the 
high school, grades 9 through 12. At that time the librarian was 
assisted by a staff of ten student assistants. In 1961 an assistant 
librarian was added for the junior high school library. The senior 
high school now' has a student staff of 31 and the junior high a 
staff of six. We have also hired this year a part time assistant to 
accession our holdings in tire elementary schools. Accession w’ork 
has already been completed at the Matthews Elementary School, 
and this report shows a total of 1.951 useful library books in that 
school. Accession work has now begun at the Lee Hunter Ele­ 
mentary School. 
Within the next two years we hope to be in the position to 
add an elementary school library supervisor and also purchase a 
bookmobile which would facilitate the transfer of books from one 
elementary school library to another as the need arises. Also in 
the future we hope to be able to provide an assistant librarian for 
the junior high school and perhaps teacher-librarian in each ot 
the elementary schools. 
In 1958 our materials collection consisted roughly of 5.000 
volumes, many of which were outdated, in poor condition, or 
otherwise unsuitable for student use. The card catalog was in 
very poor condition, with many books not entered on die one 
hand and many cards still entered for a host of books which had 
become lost or discarded over the years. A total of 35 magazines 
were subscribed as well as three newspapers. Motion pictures and 
film strips were practically die only audio-visual m aterial 
available. 
We now have a balanced collection of 4.571 volumes in the 
senior high school library, over 70 percent of which are copy­ 
righted since 1959. The card catalog is in excellent condition with 
over 23.000 entries for author, title, subject, and analytics. We 
now' subscribe to over eighty magazines and eight newspapers, 
including the daily New York Times and the Christian Science 
Monitor. In the aiea of audio-visual materials we nowr offer 
tapes, records <both literary and musical, and verifax reproduc­ 
tion services in addition to the motion pictures and film strips. 
We will have a 5.000 volume collection by the end of this school 
year, and we hope to have a 10,000 volume collection by Septem­ 
ber 1965 
We also have a collection of 2.087 volumes in the junior high 
school. Thirty magazines, four newspapers, and a variety of 
audio-visual materials are also provided. 
Naturally, these improved services have required a large 
increase in our expenditures. In 1958-59 our per pupil expenditure 
in grades 9-12 was $1.82. In 1960-61 our per pupil expenditures in 
grades 10-12 was $5.75 and was increased to $6.61 in 1961-62. In 
addition to this last figure a per pupil expenditure of $2.94 was 
made in the junior high school library. 
In conclusion, may w'e say that we are justly proud of these 
improvements. Our libraries are now in much better condition 
than the majority of school libraries in this section of the state. 
We are most fortunate to have a community which is not willing 
to rest upon its laurels, but rather a community with a forward 
look which has always supported its educational system as most 
recently evidenced by its thirty-three to one approval of the 
bond issue and its annual selection of a board of education com­ 
prised of professional, business, and civic-minded men who are 
truly interested in the welfare and education of the children of 
their community. Our outstanding administration and board of 
education are truly interested in quality education and realize 
that quality libraries are the heart and soul of such a program. 
However, we would be the first to admit that what we have ac­ 
complished is only a beginning. We realize we still have a long 
way to go before we can truly offer outstanding library services 
to every student in our school system. With the continued sup­ 
port of our administration, school board, and patrons further 
strides will be made, and we are certain that by the time this 
decade comes to a close we will be much closer to the ideali 
•«’e have in mind.
